Nourishment of Horses.—The practice 


is becoming very general in Silesia, of 
feeding horses with bread. 
After an 


experience of four years, an intelligent 
husbandman is convinced of its u t i l i t y 
in the double relation of economy and 
health. 
The bread is made by taking 


equal quantities of oat-meal and rye- 
meal, mixing it with leaven or yeast, 
and adding one third of the q u a n t i t y of 
boiled potatoes. 
To each horse is gi\- 


en 12 Ibs. per day, in three rations of 
4 ibs. each 
The bread is cut into 


small pieces, and mixed with a l i t t l e 
moistened cut-straw. 
By this means, 


he saves, in foeding 7 horses, 49 bush- 
els ol'oats in 24 clavs ; while the horses 
perform their common labor, and are 
much better in looks, health, and dispo-

French papers of the 2 1st, in- 


form us that (he commotion which had 
ugitatod tlie cr\pital during the prece- 
ding week, had subsided in the streets, 
but was continued in the Chamber of 
Deputies, in which every clay's discus- 
sion brought new charges against the 
Government for its timidity and su- 
pineness on the late occasion, and re- 
criminations of the Ministers 
upon 


their accusers. 


The populace still maintained the 


ascendancy. 
On the 2 1st the demoli- 


tion of fleurs-de-lis, and the religious 
emblems, continued throughout Paris. 
Authority is paralysed : and the Na- 
tional Guard, which has upon other oc- 
casions, proved the rallying point of 
goud order, is on the present, not on- 
ly neutral, but sutlers itselfto be gross- 
ly insulted with impunity. — N. J". Coin, 


Paris, Feb. 18. — Yesterday a singu- 


lar occurrence took place at the church 
of the Peiits Peres. 
The organ, during 


mass, having drawn to the church ma- 
ny of the National Guards stationed 
near it, one of them went up the organ 
loft and solicited the organist to play 
the Marseillaise. 
The latter complied, 


but disguised it as much as possible 
with variations. The ear of the officia- 
ting minister, however, was not deceiv- 
ed, and to put an end to it, he ordered 
one of the chorister boys to ring his 
bell. 
The patriotic air was thus inter- 


rupted, and the service concluded ; but 
the Marseillaise was afterwards execu- 
ted w i t h o u t variations. 


The following proclamation was issu- 


ed on the 1 6th, by the Prefect of Police : 


Inhabitants of Paris ! 
Immediately after the days of July, 


the counter-revolutionary party who, 
in the moment of clanger, 
sheltered 


themselves behind misled soldiers, re- 
sumed the course of their former plots. 
It is under the shield of that liberty 
which our law guarantees to all, with- 
out distinction of opinions, that this 
party seek to subvert the institutions 
which we have won 


They have now taken our forbear- 


ance for hesitation, and our confidence 
in ourselves for weakness. 
Vesterday 


they threw off the mask at St. Germain 
1'Auxcrrois, by a senseless provocation 
to civil war, concerted, even by their 
own avowal, with Holyrood. 
This 


crime comes within the reach of the 
laws, and several of the persons char- 
ged have been arrested. 


Our cowardly enemies have only one 


means of figuring still in our country ; 
it is by creating divisions, and sowing 
among us mistrust and discord. These 
rnanceu vres have during 40 years, done 
too much harm to France for them not 
to resort to ihem again at present. 


Let us remember that for a century 


the watch-word of Jesuitism has been 
— 'Hatred to the Family of Orleans I* 
Let us confide in the King, whom ibis 
haired and ihese persecutions have i- 
dentified with our cause. 
If none a- 


mong you i.s the dupe of the snare that 
is laid for you by our enemies, their at- 
tempt will only have consolidated the 
revolution, and 
shown 
how strong 


France is when she is united. 


They aim to impel the people to dis- 


order, iii order to drive from them la- 
bor and security. 
The good sense of 


the people will spurn these perfidious 
in-sinuations, and they will cease to de- 
vastate public property. 


The government knows the devoted- 


ness of the National Guard to the King, 
to our institutions, and order. This 
devotedness will never belie itself, and 
this great city will be preserved from 
all the excesses that might endanger its 
tra;:<|uility and repose

But the wide space of lime 


which they embrace, and the threat 
number, extent, and variety of the de- 
tails of news they contain, renders it 
impossible in a single sheet to dispose 
of 'the half of the interesting matter 
thrown upnn our hands. 


From Poland, it will he seen that the 


Russians have reached the Vistula, and 
thrown some squadrons of troops and 
a lar^e corps of Cossacks across the ri- 
ver, after much severe fighting There 
seems to have been a succession of bat- 
tles from the 17th to the 25th of Febru- 
ary, inclusive, in the neighborhood of 
Warsaw, and within the view of that 
capital, by the aid of telescopes. 
The 


details of" these engagements, as they 
reach us though, the German papers, 
are desultory and conclusive. Enough, 
however, has transpired to warrant the 
statement that the battles were fierce 
and bloody, and the Poles have fought 
with a degree of courage and perseve- 
rance hardly to have been expected un- 
der their circumstances. 
In the early 


part of these engagements. , while con- 
tending with the Pviissian advance, the 
Poles were evidently successful. It is 
believed that the victor of the Balkan 
miscalculated the strength and valor ol 
the foe he was to meet; and forfeiting 
that "a despised foe can sometimes give 
a hloody battle," found, hefore he was 
aware of his situation, that the laurels 
of the Imperial legions, flushed with 
the triumphs of Ottoman conquest, had 
been somewhat 
tarnished. 
But the 


main battle was fought before Praga, 
on the 24th and 25th, in which the Rus- 
sians," after an obstinate and very bloo- 
dy conflict, were victorious. 
An ac- 


count of the engagements of these two 
days will be found under Frankfort 
date of March 9. written evidently by 
a Russian. 
But immediately following 


that article we have inserted another, 
from the Warsaw State Gazette, under 
the date of February 28. Taking both 
accounts in connexion,there can be no 
doubt that the Poles were routed, it not 
overthrown. 
Hostilities were renewed 


on the 26th ult. on which day, and on 
the 27th. there was much hard fighting, 
with considerable loss on both sides.— 
The Poles behaved as gallantly as in 
the previous affair, but bein^ unequal 
in number to their adversaries, they 
•were at length compelled to give way. 
Determined, however, to make their 
retreat in a.s good order as possible, 
they set fire to'Praga, in order to inter- 
rupt for a time the advance of the Rus- 
sians. Praga was thus destroyed. 


Subsequently lo these dates, it is ve- 


ry difficult to ascertain what was the 
true situation of aft airs. 
Early on me 


Sth of March, intelligence was receiv- 
ed in Paris,by express, announcing that 
on the 28th, the municipal authorities 
of Warsaw, finding themselves no Ionic 
er protected by their brave army, and 
being unable, from the nature of the 
city, to prevent lhe entry of the Rus- 
sians, held a meeting, at which it was 
resolved to surrender at discretion.— 
They waited upon the Russian Com- 
mander, to signify their submission ; 
and the Russian troops immediately 
entered the capital. This event is an- 
nounced by the celebrated correspon- 
dent of the Morning Chronicle, in lhe 
following impassioned strain :

Doclre, Lit!', and Milosnow, to be about 
600 killed, 1,400 wounded, 250 missing, 
and one six-pounder. Thai the Rus- 
sians in the same affairs, lost BOO killed, 
1,700 
wounded, and 300 missing. 
The 


temporary advantages gained by Gen. 
Dwerniki over (Jen. Geismarat Plock, 
and a few clays later at N"arawies on the 
left bank, did not prevent the Russians 
from pursuing their forward move- 
ments. 
They were, in fact, simple 


affairs of Cossacks, in which these sa- 
vages lost a considerable number of 
men. and upon the two occasions seven 
small cannon of lhe calibre of one and 
two pounds. 


Most readers will probably be some- 


what surprised that Count Diebitsch 
should have so rapidly advanced upon 
the Polish capital. But it appears that 
the troops in the vicinity of the capital 
have shown a very different disposition 
from that of the people of the interve- 
ning territory. 
A letter from Frank- 


fort, March 6. says : 


"Ii is a fact as indisputable as the 


righteousness of the Polish cause, that 
the Russians have met with no opposi- 
tion from the inhabitants in general ; 
that in Augostowa, Podahchia, Lublin, 
and other parts where they have estab- 
lished themselves, they have not been_ 
molested or harassed by that part of 
the nation which in a war of this na- 
ture was expected to have caused them 
the greatest mischief. Independent of 
the large magazines which have fallen 
into the hands of the Muscovites al 
Lornza. Stanislauof, Kaluezyn. and o- 
ther places, they have been readily sup- 
plied with provisions and forage by 
the peasantry, and a remarkable fact 
may be added, that since the entry of 
the troops into Augostowa an active 
commerce in grain has been carried 
on." 


Even the common people of War- 


saw were for receiving the Russians, 
but were overruled and awed into sub- 
mission by the nobles. 


From German Papers. 


According to accounts we have re- 


ceived from Warsaw, 
the loss of the 


Russians in the late battles cannot be 
less than 20,000 men. 
On the side of 


the Poles 11,000 killed and wounded. 
The boasted advantage of the Russian 
position in the forest near Praga was 
in fact their greatest prejudice in the 
height of battle, though favorable in 
some other respects ; because the fire 
of the Poles, by striking the trees, scat- 
tered around a great number of splin- 
ters, which were very destructive.— 
Of all their losses, the Russians suffer 
most from their horses, between 5,000 
and 6,000 having perished from disease 


to the throne of his father.

war party in France gathers strength e- 
very day. 
The new administration, 


it is true, is even more amicable than 
the last, but its permanency is doubl- 
ed.

tion, addressed to the people of lhe Du- 
chy of Luxemburgh. This is an here- 
ditary possession of ihc House of Nas- 
sau, and will not be relinquished by the 
King. 
Should the hitler persist in 


their efforts to retain il, lhe King of 
Prussia may find employment for some 
of his troops to assist his Dutch neigh- 
bor and relative. 
Should hostilities 


ensue, lhe war would soon become gen- 
eral. 


The King of Holland has formally 


acceded lo the terms of the separation, 
adjusted by the allied Ministers in 
London, and a British fleet has been 


j ordered for the Sclicldl lo e-Jiiorce the 


terms isgreird lo by the Great Po^cis 
for the settlement of the disputes be- 
tween Holland and Belgium. 
The 


sailing of the armament will very pro- 
bably involve England in a dispute 
whh France—the last nation 
with 


which England ought now to seek a 
quarrel.

is in possession of documents which, 
if they should be published, would 
cause an extraordinary sensation, and 
open the eyes of all governments with- 
out exception, to the dangers which 
threaten them, should certain plans be 
carried into effect. 
In Piedmont the

The Al.be is, therefore, peaceful in his 
conversation, if not in his counsels.—

ried with his dead companions. 


Upon his tomb he has from that mo- 


ment established his d w e l l i n g ; during 
the day, m o u r n f u l and feeble, in the 
midst of a crowd that surrounds him, 
be is seen constantly stretched out up- 
on the grave which holds the object of 
his grief, and nt night, he utters his 
deep sorrows by frequent and mourn- 
ful bowlings. 


A good hearted woman has furnish- 


ed the dog with food, which she brings 
to him daily, and he will receive it from 
no other hand, and offers signs of re- 
cognition or affection only to her. 
I he 


National Guard built him a 
small 


house, but he rarely goes to it. as it 
seems to separate him from that patri 
otic grave, the continual and m o u r n f u l 
object of his thoughts. 


What a noble and touching example 


of affectionate devotion ! 
What a les- 


son for those who have so soon forgot- 
ten the real saviors of their country !— 
Who of you. good cili/.cns and true pa- 
triots, would not desire to see and ca- 
ress the Dog of the Colonnade of the 
Louvre."

an event in Paris, and record it as an 
unfavorable sign. 


Mock Procession-—After the destruc- 


tion of the Palace, and the devastation 
of the Church of St. Germain, "an im- 
mense mock procession of the people 
paraded the streets ot Paris in great 
ceremony, bearing on high the orna- 
ments and banners of the 
Catholic 


Church—there the emblem of Jesuit- 
ism and tyranny. There was the sil- 
ver censer, the Virgin, the holy water, 
and the red vestment of the choristers, 
and all these were quietly paraded :i- 
long, the people sometimes singing 
Mass, and sometimes the Parisienne.— 
And in the midst of all this masks were 
going about in a hundred dresses, and 
one half of the people amused them- 
selves with the mummery of the bcsuf 
gras, while the other half were amused 
with the masquerading exhibition ol 
the real ornaments of the spoiled Ro- 
man churches.'"

by the Black Feet Indians, on the Madi- 
bon fork of the Missouri.—The Indi- 
ans attacked them in camp, at the dawn 
of light in the morning, and fought all 
day. 
At dark the Indians withdrew 


and left forty killed, and a number of 
horses; the" wounded not k n o w n , as 
they were carried off, but from the ap- 
pearance of blood supposed to be a 
number. 
Mr. Vandeburg had one kil- 


led and two wounded; and eleven hor- 
ses killed and fifty wounded. The in 
formation was received through Mr. 
MTCenzie, who is at the Mandan villa 
ges. 
No other news from upper Mis- 


souri was received of any importance.''
